54 Percent 
Of Children 
Are Ready 
To Start KG

Elementary principal Jenni¬ 
fer Ward presented data from the 
Brigance kindergarten screener at 
Monday’s SBDM council meeting. 
Results of the screener showed that 
just 54 percent of local 5-year-olds 
were ready for kindergarten this 
school year. 

The Brigance, which is given 
by teachers to all students entering 
kindergarten, measures basic skills 
which should have been mastered 
by that point. Areas screened in¬ 
clude language development, visu¬ 
al motor skills and number readi¬ 
ness. 

While the results were disap¬ 
pointing, a comparison with nu¬ 
merous elementary schools in sur¬ 
rounding counties shows Dawson 
Springs to be ahead of the majority 
of those schools. Readiness per¬ 
centages in the 33 schools range 
from 22.5 to 67.9. 

Ward will give a full report at 
the Jan. 27 board meeting. 

The only old business involved 
approval of the Program Review 
Policy which was amended to in¬ 
clude K-3 with the program re¬ 
view areas of writing, arts and hu¬ 
manities, and practical living and 
career studies. 

During a review of scheduled 
policies, Ward asked to table the 
Retention Policy until the Febru¬ 
ary meeting to allow more time for 
faculty input. 

“This is a very important pol¬ 
icy,” she said. “It guides a lot of 
what we do in lower primary.”

GOODS AND SERVICES DEEDED IN COMMUNITY 

Report Indicates ‘Leakage’ Includes 
Sporting Goods, Clothing, Furniture

Members of the Dawson 
Springs Chamber of Com¬ 
merce spoke by phone 
with Chris Wooldridge of 
the Murray State Univer¬ 
sity Small Business De¬ 
velopment Center during 
Tuesday’s meeting. Jenny 
Sewell, organization presi¬ 
dent, asked Wooldridge to 
discuss the leakage report 
she had presented at the 
December meeting. The 
report shows the goods and 
services being purchased in 
Dawson Springs and those 


being purchased out of 
town. 

Sewell requested that 
Wooldridge narrow the re¬ 
port down to the three areas 
of greatest need. While it 
is obvious Dawson Springs 
should look at the possibili¬ 
ty for providing Trail Town 
needs, Wooldridge said 
the absence of businesses 
which sell clothing, gen¬ 
eral merchandise with fur¬ 
niture, and sporting goods 
indicate the most “leakage” 
on the report. 

Wooldridge will get 
more specific information 


on those areas and run a 
market report to determine 
what works and does not 
work in those businesses 
as well as the profit mar¬ 
gin. The market report is a 
starting point, Wooldridge 
said. 

He also suggested 
Sewell look at the com¬ 
munity for opportunities 
to grow — what existing 
businesses want to expand 
or diversify. 

Sewell noted that a new 
business is opening soon in 
Dawson Springs, combin¬ 
ing a thrift store and a cof¬ 


fee shop. Wooldridge said 
he will be happy to speak 
with the owners when they 
are ready. 

Sewell told members 
about the Pennyrile Entre¬ 
preneur Network which 
is being developed in the 
Pennyrile Region. The or¬ 
ganization’s mission will 
be to help people interested 
in starting small business¬ 
es. Someone considering 
going into business can 
work with PEN, get train¬ 
ing if needed and develop a 
business plan. 

The Design Committee 


will meet next week to be¬ 
gin preparing a building in¬ 
ventory. Sewell asked that 
all commercial buildings 
be included in the inven¬ 
tory, not just those in the 
immediate downtown area. 

The chamber of com¬ 
merce, in conjunction with 
the city of Dawson Springs, 
will hold a progress and ap¬ 
preciation dinner at the end 
of February. 

“We need to thank peo¬ 
ple who invest themselves 
here,” Sewell said. 

The next chamber meet¬ 
ing will be held Feb. 11.

Sheriffs Department Opens 
Investigation Into Shooting 


An investigation was opened by 
the Hopkins County Sheriff’s De¬ 
partment after Tony Earl, 40, of St. 
Charles, was shot to death at 1744 
Union Temple Road. 

The shooter, Kevin Hoffman, 
called 911 Monday morning and 
reported that he had shot and killed 
an intruder in his home. Earl was 
pronounced dead on the scene by 


Coroner Dennis Mayfield. 

According to The Messenger, 
the shooting took place at approxi¬ 
mately 11:30 p.m. Sunday. Hoff¬ 
man and Earl were acquaintances, 
and Earl had been at Hoffman’s 
home earlier that day. It was un¬ 
clear why Hoffman had waited to 
report the incident. 

The investigation is ongoing.

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Drug Investigations Net 
Several Arrests In Area 


Several arrests have been 
made as the result of an in¬ 
vestigation into the distri¬ 
bution of crack cocaine in 
Madisonville and the sur¬ 
rounding Hopkins County 
cities. The narcotics unit and 
Hopkins County Sheriff’s 
Deputies began serving war¬ 
rants Jan. 9. 

Those arrested as of Jan. 
10 are Cory Tillman, 32, of 
Nortonville; Donald John¬ 
son, 63, of Madisonville; 


Tracey Pettus, 62, of Ear- 
lington; Timothy Maypray, 
53, of Madisonville; and 
John Brad Merrell, 44, of 
White Plains. Merrell was 
charged with trafficking in 
prescription medications. 
Tillman, Johnson, Pettus and 
Maypray were charged with 
trafficking in cocaine. 

More arrests are expect¬ 
ed.

Sheriff’s Dept. Warns Of 
Scams Reported In Area 


The Hopkins County 
Sheriff’s Department has 
received complaints of mul¬ 
tiple scams in the area. 

One of the scams involves 
notifying a victim that he or 
she has won a large sum of 
money and/or a vehicle and 
that taxes will have to be 
paid before the winnings 
can be collected. The victim 
is instructed to get a “green 
dot card,” put the tax money 
on the card and give the card 
information to the caller. 
Anyone who is asked to pay 
taxes on winnings up front 
should assume it is a scam. 

Another scam involves 
the victim’s computer being 
overtaken by a third party. 
The lock screen appears to 
be an official message from 
a federal agency advising 
the victim that there is il¬ 


legal material on the com¬ 
puter. The victim is then 
directed to purchase a “green 
dot card” from a local mer¬ 
chant and relay that informa¬ 
tion to the agency to pay the 
fine to unlock the computer 
and avoid charges. Anyone 
whose computer becomes 
locked with a similar mes¬ 
sage should seek technical 
assistance from a computer 
expert. Law enforcement 
agencies do not contact citi¬ 
zens through computers. 

These scams are extreme¬ 
ly difficult crimes to pros¬ 
ecute as most calls originate 
outside the U.S. Personal 
information, such as date of 
birth, social security num¬ 
ber or any account numbers 
should never be given out by 
phone or online. 


State Police Post 2 Issues 
Report Of Dec. Activities 


For the month of Decem¬ 
ber, Kentucky State Police 
Post 2 issued a total of 1,472 
citations, 431 speeding ci¬ 
tations, 162 seat belt cita¬ 
tions, eight child restraint 
citations and 536 courtesy 
notices. They arrested 21 im¬ 
paired drivers, investigated 
64 traffic crashes, assisted 
211 stranded motorists, re¬ 
sponded to 836 calls for ser¬ 
vice, made 210 criminal ar¬ 
rests and opened 51 criminal 
cases. 

Three fatal crashes that 
resulted in the loss of three 
lives were reported in the 
Post 2 District in December. 
Two single-fatality crashes 
occurred in Christian County 
and one occurred in Muhlen¬ 
berg County. One victim was 
wearing a seat belt, one vic¬ 
tim was not wearing a seat 
belt, and the seat belt status 
of one victim is unknown. 

Through Dec. 31, 27 fa¬ 
tal crashes that resulted in 


the loss of 30 lives were re¬ 
ported in the Post 2 District. 
Twelve victims were not 
wearing seat belts; nine vic¬ 
tims were wearing seat belts; 
one victim was a pedestrian; 
one victim was not wearing 
a helmet; and the seat belt 
status of seven victims is not 
known. Four fatality crashes 
involved the suspected use 
of alcohol. 

Through Dec. 31, 2012, 
31 people had been killed in 
29 crashes in the Post 2 Dis¬ 
trict. 

Throughout the month, 
troopers from Post 2 will 
conduct traffic safety check¬ 
points. The traffic safety 
checkpoints are utilized to 
promote safety for motorists 
and to provide a deterrent for 
those who violate laws.

To File Annual Reports 


KET Lists Upcoming Programs 


Secretary of State Alison 
Lundergan Grimes, Ken¬ 
tucky’s Chief Business offi¬ 
cial, is reminding entities au¬ 
thorized to transact business 
in Kentucky that they must 
file an annual report with the 
secretary of state’s office and 
pay a $15 filing fee no later 
than July 1. 

Entities that are already 
registered can immediately 
obtain prepopulated 2014 
annual reports on the sec¬ 
retary of state’s Web site. 
Grimes encourages entities 
to file their reports online. 

“In 2013, more than 67 
percent of annual report fil¬ 
ings were completed online, 
saving both businesses and 
the state time and money,” 
Grimes said. “In a matter of 
minutes, you can view your 
report, make any necessary 
changes and file it.” 

Entities may also file and 
pay in person or by U.S. 
mail. 

The filing requirement 
applies to the more than 
200,000 corporations, lim¬ 
ited liability companies, 
partnerships, limited liability 
partnerships, business trusts 
and professional service 
corporations registered in 
the commonwealth. E-mail 
reminders are being sent to 
the approximately 90,000 
entities that provided e-mail 
addresses in previous years, 
and all entities will be sent 
reminders by U.S. mail. 

Close to 1,000 entities 
have already fulfilled the 
requirement for 2014. Enti¬ 
ties that fail to file their an¬ 
nual reports by July 1 will 
be listed in bad standing 
with the office and receive a 
final 60-day notice. Failure 
to comply with the 60-day 


notice results in administra¬ 
tive dissolution of the busi¬ 
ness entity or revocation of 
authority to do business in 
Kentucky.

Abortion Clinics Are Closing

For Abby Johnson, 
the closing of a single 
Planned Parenthood center 
demonstrated her dramatic 
reversal from abortion clinic 
director to leading pro-life 
advocate. 

But for pro-lifers through¬ 
out the United States, it 
marked another exhibit in 
a hopeful trend — abortion 
centers are shutting down 
at an unprecedented rate. 
The total so far this year is 
44, according to a pro-life 
organization that tracks 
clinic operations. 

None was more telling 
for Johnson than the mid- 
July closing of the Planned 
Parenthood center in Bryan, 
Texas. It came less than four 
years after Johnson, bur¬ 
dened by her involvement 
with abortion, walked out 
of that clinic as its director 
and into the offices of the 
Coalition for Life. 

“Knowing that the 
former abortion clinic I 
once ran is now closing is 
the biggest personal victory 
of my life,” Johnson said 
in a written statement 
after the announcement 
of the shutdown. “From 
running that facility, to then 


advocating for its closure, 
and now celebrating that 
dream ... it shows that my 
life has indeed come full 
circle.” 

Since her celebrated 
conversion from Planned 
Parenthood director, Johnson 
has started a ministry to help 
workers leave the abortion 
industry. She has pledged, 
as she said in July, to “hght 
until every abortion clinic 
in this country has shut its 
doors.” 

This year, 42 clinics that 
provided surgical abortions 
have shut their doors, and 
two that offered chemical 
abortions by drugs also 
have closed, according to 
Operation Rescue, which 
monitors closings and 
health and safety violations 
by clinics nationwide. That 
number far surpasses the 25 
surgical clinics shutdown 
last year and the 30 in 2011, 
by Operation Rescue’s 
count. While others 
estimate a smaller number 
of closings, the pattern is 
clear. 

Some of the shutdowns 
have been of major 
clinics. For instance, 
Virginia’s No. 1 abortion 
provider closed, The 
Washington Post reported

in July. NOVA Women’s 
Healthcare in Fairfax, Va., 
shut down after state and 
local governments enacted 
regulations the abortion 
provider appeared unable 
to meet. The northern 
Virginia clinic performed 
3,066 abortions in 2012 
and 3,567 in 2011. 

The reasons given for 
the upswing in closings are 
varied even among pro¬ 
lifers. They include: 

V the increasing state 
regulation and oversight of 
clinics; 

V a growth in pro-life 
opinion and activity, and 

V a significant decline in 
the abortion rate. 

In some cases, clinics 
have shut down when 
abortion doctors retired or 
were no longer licensed. 

State legislatures enact¬ 
ed 69 pro-life laws this year, 
according to a report released 
Sept. 5 by Americans United 
for Life. In all, 48 states 


considered about 360 such 
proposals in 2013, AUL 
reported. 

The legislative action 
this year continued a recent 
trend in states: 70 “life- 
affirming measures” became 
law in 2011 and 38 in 2012, 
according to AUL. 

Some measures have 
targeted making the 
procedure and clinics safer 
for women, and have helped 
escalate the number of 
clinic shutdowns. This year, 
states such as Alabama, 
North Carolina and Texas 
passed varied laws either 
requiring abortion clinics 
to meet the same health 
and safety standards as 
outpatient surgical centers, 
or authorizing the state to 
enforce such requirements. 
Also, in 2013, North Dakota 
and Wisconsin joined 
Alabama and Texas in 
mandating abortion doctors 
have admitting privileges at 
local hospitals.

Steve Beshear, has 
asked those fine men and 
women to help him provide 
the means to help us by 
changing the state tax code 
and by allowing the citizens 
of Kentucky to vote on ex¬ 
panded gambling. 

We need both of these 
desperately. While they are 
at it, there should be a seri¬ 
ous look at raising the tax on 
cigarettes, if only to try to 
curb smoking which would 
improve the health of many 
Kentuckians. 

Education and human 
services have been cut to the 
quick during the past several 
years. Money is tight — both 
in Frankfort and in most of 
our pockets. 

However, for the future of 
our state and our children, if 
we aren’t willing to pay for 
quality education and for ba¬ 
sic human services, the next 
several years will be worse 
than the past few. 

It’s true a state lottery 
wasn’t the cure-all for Ken¬ 
tucky. It’s also true that 
whatever is done today will 
not be the cure-all for tomor¬ 
row’s ills — but it could go 
a long way toward healing 
today’s problems. 

With increased revenue 
perhaps Kentucky can ac¬ 
tually turn the tide on how 
poorly we educate our chil¬ 
dren in both public schools 
and our state universities. 

With increased revenue 
perhaps Kentucky will be 
able to provide basic human 
services for her citizens, par- 
ticulary the children. 

Also, with increased rev¬ 
enue our public employees 
can receive much needed 
raises. Most state employees 
have not had a raise in many 
years. 

Then there are things the 
legislature can do which 
virtually don’t cost a plug 
nickle. 

The first of these which 
should pass this session is a 
ban on smoking in all pub¬ 
lic places. The only fair way 
to do it is to make it a com¬ 
plete ban — everywhere — 
including Churchill Downs. 
Smokers are becoming ac¬ 
customed to going outside 
to smoke in many places. 
They should to allow the 
majority of us who don’t

smoke to breathe clean air. 
But please, don’t smoke 
right in front of the door — 
take your poison away from 
entrances. 

The second of these 
which should pass this 
session involves medical 
marijuana. It’s about time 
for Kentucky to join the 
20-or-so other states who 
allow marijuana use for 
health reasons. The very 
idea of not allowing some¬ 
one medicine which can 
help a health condition is 
apalling. 

The third of these items 
which would cost noth¬ 
ing or very little, is for 
an extension of domes¬ 
tic violence protection to 
unmarried couples. It’s 
unbelievable that some 
lawmakers would refuse 
to grant protection to men 
or women based on their 
preference not to get mar¬ 
ried. You may as well say 
if an un-married person 
who just happens to be liv¬ 
ing with a good friend is 
robbed, he or she cannot 
seek justice. That’s noth¬ 
ing but grandstanding ba¬ 
loney, and there is no place 
for it in government. 

Too much thought did (or 
didn’t) go into all that so it’s 
time to relax and laugh...

Not that it wasn’t pre¬ 
dictable, but the federal 
government, fueled by new 
Monitoring the Future data 
collected by the University 
of Michigan on behalf of the 
National Institute on Drug 
Abuse (NIDA), is reporting 
a rise in the illicit use of mar¬ 
ijuana among high school 
students. 

Shocking. 

Did we really believe the 
loosening of restrictions on 
marijuana sales, possession, 
and use - including those re¬ 
lated to “medicinal marijua¬ 
na” - were to have no effect 
on those we have worked so 
hard to protect from the rav¬ 
ages of substance use con¬ 
dition and disorder. Not so 
much. 

In fact, the national 
SADD organization predict¬ 
ed as much when it rallied 
publicly against decrimi¬ 
nalizing the possession of 
marijuana years ago, stating, 
“Decriminalization would 
encourage increased use, 
including among teenagers. 
Decriminalization also sends 
the message that marijuana 
is harmless, which is not the 
case.

and these changes can be 
permanent.” 

This statement foreshad¬ 
owed much of the infor¬ 
mation just released from 
NIDA, including reference 
to the normalizing of use and 
detrimental impact on matur¬ 
ing adolescent brains. Citing 
a new study by scientists at 
Northwestern University, 
NIDA director Dr. Nora D. 
Volkow, said, “What is wor¬ 
risome is that we’re seeing 
high levels of everyday use 
of marijuana among teenag¬ 
ers ... the type that is most 
likely to have negative ef¬ 
fects on brain function and 
performance.” 

What are those effects? 

According to the North¬ 
western study, they include 
differences in structures such 
as the thalamus, globus pal- 
lidus and striatum. Transla¬ 
tion: a decline in “working 
memory” vital to such tasks 
as solving puzzles, remem¬ 
bering numbers or quickly 
processing information 
needed to perform everyday 
tasks. Working memory is 
also a strong predictor of ac¬ 
ademic success, according to 
Matthew J. Smith, an author 
of the study.

The passing of Phil Ever¬ 
ly, one-half of the seminal 
rock ‘n’ roll duo, The Everly 
Brothers, reminds us of the 
rich musical vein that runs 
through Kentucky’s western 
coalfield. 

The brothers learned to 
harmonize with their parents 
in the 1940s and ‘50s as the 
family, which left Muhlen¬ 
berg County for Chicago, 
played and sang live on radio 
shows across the Midwest 
and on Cas Walker’s radio 
show in East Tennessee. 

Later, the brothers topped 
the charts with songs such 
as Wake Up Little Susie and 
Bye Bye Love. Their intoxi¬ 
cating harmonies provided 
the “vocal link between all 
the 1950s great doo-wop 
groups and what would come 
in the 1960s,” said Robert 
Santelli, executive director 
of the Grammy Museum, 
in an interview with the 
Los Angeles Times. “They 
showed the Beach Boys and 
the Beatles how to sing har¬ 
mony and incorporate that 
into a pop music form that 
was irresistible.” 

Simon & Garfunkel, The 
Byrds; Crosby, Stills, Nash 
and Young; the Eagles — all 
were influenced by the Ever¬ 
ly s. Phil Everly also wrote 
When Will I Be Loved?, a 
huge hit for Linda Ronstadt. 

The Everly Brothers were 
heirs to another musical tra¬

Phil Everly, 74, who was 
born in Chicago but often 
returned to his family’s Ken¬ 
tucky home as a child and 
later to put on benefit shows 
with his brother, died of 
complications from chronic 
obstructive pulmonary dis¬ 
ease, which his wife attribut¬ 
ed to a lifetime of smoking. 

In their 1967 single 
Bowling Green, the Everly 
Brothers sang: “Kentucky 
sunshine makes the heart 
unfold. It warms the body 
and I know it touches the 
soul. Bluegrass is fine. Ken¬ 
tucky owns my mind.”

tions that some parents 
avoided was the DTaP vac¬ 
cine which protects children 
from Tetanus, Diphtheria 
and Pertussis. 

Fortunately, a year later 
there have not been nearly 
as many recorded cases of 
whooping cough. In Harrison 
County in particular, accord¬ 
ing to Crystal Miller, public 
health director for the WED- 
CO district health department, 
there may have been one or 
two cases, but no serious out¬ 
break of the illness this year. 

The only cause for con¬ 
cern in Central Kentucky 
was a small outbreak of per¬ 
tussis among 13 school-age 
children in Scott County last 
November, Miller said, but 
the threat was contained. 

Nevertheless, the re-emer¬ 
gence of whooping cough 
cases in the last few years has 
been an object lesson in the 
importance of getting children 


noting alcohol use by teens

LBL Announces Eagle Viewing Trips

Though the incidence 
of whooping cough has not 
reached the same heights as 
last year’s outbreak, doctors 
and health officials are advis¬ 
ing new parents and grand¬ 
parents to boost their immu¬ 
nization to protect children, 
especially newborns, from 
picking up the illness. 

In 2012, several states, 
including Kentucky, experi¬ 
enced an unprecedented surge 
in cases of whooping cough 
(pertussis) in children and 
adults. 

The cause of the increase 
has been linked to a short¬ 
lived trend in the early 2000s 
when some parents chose not 
to get their children immu¬ 
nized, according to a report 
from the National Centers for 
Disease Control in Atlanta. 

Among the immuniza-

The NIDA report also 
highlights concern that the 
relaxation of restrictions on 
marijuana (which can now 
be sold legally in 20 states 
and Washington, DC) has 
been influencing the behav¬ 
ior of teenagers. The federal 
statistics tell us that more 
than 12 percent of eighth 
graders and 36 percent of 
high school seniors, at both 
public and private schools, 
reported smoking marijuana 
in the past year. Perhaps 
most alarming is that ap¬ 
proximately 60 percent of 
seniors said they did not be¬ 
lieve regular use of the drug 
is harmful. 

Similar attitudes were re¬ 
flected in recent driving re¬ 
search conducted by SADD 
and Liberty Mutual Insur¬ 
ance, in which 23 percent 
of teens admit to driving un¬ 
der the influence of alcohol, 
marijuana or other drugs. A 
whopping one in four teens 
(25 percent) who have driv¬ 
en under the influence of 
marijuana say they’re not 
distracted “at all” when mix¬ 
ing substance use with driv¬ 
ing. 

With 13 million driving- 
aged teenagers, according to 
the U.S. Census Bureau, we 
have reason to be afraid. 

Very afraid. 

The NIDA report also

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Meth Labs 
Need To Go 

Dear Editor, 

According to the DEA 
Web site, the four states with 
the greatest number of meth 
lab incidents are Missouri, 
Indiana, Tennessee and Ken¬ 
tucky. Yes, the greatest share 
of meth activity is right here 
in our own part of the coun¬ 
try. 

At the end of the year 
2012, Kentucky had 919 
meth lab incidents reported 
by the DEA. The state of Or¬ 
egon had nine for the whole 
year, and the state of Mis¬ 
sissippi had five reported all 
year. The difference is that 
Oregon and Mississippi have 
passed state laws requiring a 
doctor’s prescription for Su- 
dafed, which is one of the 
main ingredients for making 
meth. 

I hope our Kentucky law¬ 
makers will follow the same 
course of action that Oregon 
and Mississippi lawmakers 


their regular immunizations. 

In addition to childhood 
immunizations, though, Ste¬ 
phen Besson, MD, an inter¬ 
nal medicine and pediatrics 
specialist with Licking Valley 
Internal Medicine in Harrison 
County, said that it would be 
a great idea for parents and 
grandparents to get an adult 
immunization for whooping 
cough and tetanus, too. 

“We know that whooping 
cough is a serious health threat 
for infants,” Besson said. “We 
worry about kids transmitting 
the bacteria, but sometimes 
parents and grandparents can 
be inadvertent carriers of the 
illness,” Besson said. 

Viral immunizations for 
polio or measles are usually 
good for a lifetime. However, 
pertussis and tetanus are bac¬ 
terial illnesses, Besson said. 
Bacterial immunizations don’t 
last long and often require 
boosters to remain effective. 

Whooping cough, how¬ 
ever, does not pose a serious 
health threat to adults. 

Infants usually don’t get 
their first DTaP vaccination 
until two months old, he 
said. 

Getting an adult TdaP is 
another step in keeping the 
disease from spreading to 
newborns and children. 

“I agree with the CDC 
that adults should make ar¬ 
rangements through their 
doctor or their pharmacy, 
whichever is cheapest, to get 
an adult vaccination against 
pertussis. It has the added 
benefit of protecting against 
tetanus as well. 

“Pertussis in adults is irri¬ 
tating, but believe me, adults 
do not want to get a tetanus 
infection. That will be a 
problem,” Besson said. 

According to Derek For¬ 
ster, MD, an infectious disease 
specialist at the University of 
Kentucky, new parents ex¬ 
pecting their first child should 
go ahead and get immunized. 
And that recommendation 
also applies to grandparents of 
newborns as well. 

“The idea is to surround 
an infant with a ‘cocoon’ of 
protection with vaccinated 
adults,” Forster said. 

The CDC even suggests 
that mothers of newborns re¬ 
ceive a TdaP booster vaccine 
with each pregnancy they 
have,” Forster said.

State Gasoline Prices Have Fallen 


Average retail gasoline 
prices in Kentucky have 
fallen 2.3 cents per gallon 
in the past week, averaging 
$3.27 per gallon Sunday, ac¬ 
cording to GasBuddy’s daily 
survey of 2,623 gas outlets 
in Kentucky. This compares 
with the national average 
that has fallen 0.4 cents per 
gallon in the past week to 
$3.29. 

Gas prices in Dawson 
Springs Tuesday afternoon 
were $3.29 per gallon, un¬ 
changed for the past three 
weeks. 

Including the change in 


gas prices in Kentucky dur¬ 
ing the past week, prices 
Sunday were 5.7 cents per 
gallon lower than the same 
day one year ago and are 5.6 
cents per gallon higher than 
a month ago. The national 
average has increased 6.8 
cents per gallon during the 
last month and stands 3.4 
cents per gallon higher than 
this day one year ago. 

“As expected, the deep 
freeze during the last week 
impacted more than just the 
air temperature, but also kept 
a grip on gasoline prices,” 
said GasBuddy.com Senior 


Petroleum Analyst Patrick 
DeHaan. “We saw very little 
change in the national aver¬ 
age during the last seven 
days, and it’s likely that the 
winter blues continue to lead 
to an overall dull next few 
weeks at gasoline pumps 
across much of the country. 
Due to the slow demand that 
January and February typi¬ 
cally see, it’d really take a 
monumental ice breaker to 
crack the grip that holds the 
national average in place. 
I foresee prices remaining 
relatively quiet this week.” 


635 PEOPLE LOST LIVES 

Highway Fatalities Were 
Lowest Level In 64 Years 


Highway fatalities in 
Kentucky declined in 2013 
to their lowest level in 64 
years. 

Kentucky Office of 
Highway Safety prelimi¬ 
nary figures indicate 635 
people lost their lives on 
Kentucky roads during 
the year, down from 746 
in 2012. It was the lowest 
total since 1949, when 573 
fatalities were recorded. 

Transportation secre¬ 
tary Mike Hancock, who 
is Gov. Steve Beshear’s 
designated representative 
for highway safety, said 
saving lives and reducing 
serious injuries is a top 
priority of the administra¬ 
tion. 

“We are encouraged 
by the reduction in fatali¬ 
ties but firmly believe that 
one fatality is too many,” 
Hancock said. “The Gov¬ 
ernor’s Executive Com¬ 


mittee on Highway Safety 
is committed to provid¬ 
ing direction on traffic 
safety issues as we move 
‘Toward Zero Deaths’ on 
Kentucky’s roadways.” 

The executive commit¬ 
tee includes representa¬ 
tives of 18 highway safety 
agencies and organizations 
such as the KOHS, Ken¬ 
tucky State Police, fed¬ 
eral highway agencies, 
local law enforcement and 
emergency services. Its 
goal is to work coopera¬ 
tively to update and imple¬ 
ment Kentucky’s Strategic 
Highway Safety Plan — 
“Toward Zero Deaths.” 

KOHS director Bill 
Bell said there were 75 
days in 2013 that had zero 
fatalities. 

“Because more motor¬ 
ists took responsibility for 
their driving habits, there 
were 75 days last year in 


which no one lost a loved 
one on our roadways,” 
Bell said. “We are com¬ 
mitted to focusing our ef¬ 
forts until that number of 
zero-death days reaches 
365.” 

Until then, Bell said, 
the KOHS will analyze 
highway data to identify 
existing issues and attempt 
to predict future problems. 

“We’ll continue to pro¬ 
mote seat belt usage and 
the dangers of drunken 
and distracted-driving 
crashes,” Bell said. “We’ll 
also increase our focus on 
pedestrian safety, motor¬ 
cycle safety, mature driv¬ 
ers, drugged driving and 
booster seat safety.” 

The figures will remain 
classified as preliminary 
until all highway crash 
data is collected. A fi¬ 
nal report is expected by 
April.

Last Serving Member Of Kentucky Water Patrol Retires 


Kentucky Fish & Wildlife Department release 

The last serving member of the former Kentucky Water 
Patrol has retired. 

Wayne County resident Tim Catron, who retired Dec. 
31, started his career with the Kentucky Water Patrol and 
finished it as a law enforcement captain for the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wildlife Resources. 

The Kentucky Water Patrol merged with the Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife’s Division of Law Enforcement in 
December 1993. 

The merger had the immediate effect of increasing 
Kentucky’s boating safety enforcement presence on water¬ 
ways threefold and the number of conservation officers in 
hunting and fishing venues by a third. 

The more visible boating enforcement presence pro¬ 
duced a positive and lasting safety impact on Kentucky 
waterways. Even as state boat registrations over that time 
have doubled, annual boating fatalities have fallen consid¬ 
erably.

Kentucky hunters took 20 bears during the 2013 bear sea¬ 
son that concluded this past December. This season intro¬ 
duced an expanded bear hunting zone as well as an archery 
and crossbow season. 

Both the firearm and archery/crossbow bear seasons 
received a 10-bear quota for the 2013 seasons for a total of 
20 bears. Hunters can now hunt bears in 16 Kentucky coun¬ 
ties, up from four counties in 2012. 

“We are very excited that hunters met the 10 bear quota 
both during the new archery and crossbow season as well as 
the firearm season,” said Steven Dobey, bear biologist for the 
Kentucky Department of Fish and Wildlife Resources. “It 
was gratifying to see our hunters get out there and be produc¬ 
tive.” 

Hunters harvested eight male and two female bears during 
the firearms bear season. They took six males and four 
females during the archery and crossbow bear season. No 
hunters harvested a bear during the bear quota hunt with dogs 
that ran for five days in late December after the conclusion of 
the firearm and archery and crossbow bear seasons. 

“We had bears harvested in six counties; three of those 
were outside the original bear zone,” Dobey explained. 
Letcher County accounted for seven bears harvested, the 
most of any county in the 16-county bear zone. Hunters took 
three bears each in Harlan, Leslie and Perry counties and two 
bears in both Pike and Wayne counties. All bears were taken 
on private land. 

Kentucky’s bear zone includes Bell, Clay, Floyd, Harlan, 
Knott, Knox, Laurel, Leslie, Letcher, Martin, McCreary, 
Perry, Pike, Pulaski, Wayne and Whitley counties. 
Kentucky’s highest bear population densities are along Pine 
Mountain, which stretches from Breaks Canyon on the 
Russell Fork of Big Sandy River in Pike County through 
Letcher and Harlan counties. 

“Outside the Harlan and Letcher corridor, the next highest 
concentration of bears in Kentucky is in McCreary and 
Wayne counties,” Dobey said. “They have been there for at 
least 15 years.” 


“Certainly that’s something I’m proud to have been a 
part of,” said Catron. “Being out there...being seen. We 
worked hard to make our lakes safe, and we made a differ¬ 
ence.” 

Catron was one of approximately 40 Kentucky Water 
Patrol officers who helped introduce Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife conservation officers to boating safety enforce¬ 
ment during warmer recreational boating months. The for¬ 
mer Water Patrol officers transitioned to hunting and fish¬ 
ing enforcement during cooler months. 

Catron served his entire career primarily in the Lake 
Cumberland area, one of the largest man-made impound¬ 
ments east of the Mississippi River. He joined the Kentucky 
Water Patrol in April 1989 and then moved to Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife after the 1993 merger. He was promoted 
to sergeant in July 2000 and then became the 9th District 
captain in April 2005. 

The U.S. Army Corps of Engineers presented Catron’s 
district with the Great Lakes and Ohio Division 2012 Water 
Safety Award for outstanding efforts toward promoting 



These bears are distinct from those in the Harlan and 
Letcher county areas. “They are genetically more similar to 
bears from the Smokey Mountains than bears from the Pine 
Mountain region,” Dobey said. “They descend from 14 
female bears released in the Tennessee portion of the Big 
South Fork National River and Recreation Area for a study in 
the mid-1990s.” 

Bear hunting in modern times in Kentucky began in 
December of 2009. Doug Adkins of Jenkins, Kentucky, set 
the state record in 2012 with a black bear that weighed 410 
pounds field dressed.

At Least 118 Sandhill Cranes Taken In Tennessee 

Tennessee officials say hunters took at least 118 sandhill 
cranes during the state’s first season, which ended Jan. 1. 

Biologists told WTVC-TV in Chattanooga that a handful of 
additional harvest reports would likely filter in. 

Tennessee Wildlife Resources Agency Chief of Wildlife 
Daryl Ratajczak said the state provided 1,200 harvest tags. He 
says that’s roughly a 10 percent harvest rate. 

Hunting was restricted to an area south of Interstate 40 and 
east of Tennessee Highway 56. 

Opponents of the hunt had expressed fears that allowing the 
hunt might scare the birds away from the Hiawassee Refuge, 
where they winter, but Ratajczak said there’s no evidence that 
occurred. 

Ratajczak said state officials will decide later whether to 
make any changes before the next hunt. 

“The zone where we are allowed to have sandhill hunting is 
set by the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service,” he said. 


water safety on Lake Cumberland. Corps officials also cited 
the critical role that Catron and the Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife officers played in Lake Cumberland’s zero water 
fatalities that year. 

Catron has spent nearly 25 years helping to make 
Kentucky’s waterways safe for boaters and enforcing the 
state’s hunting and fishing laws. 

“I’ve worked with so many good people in this depart¬ 
ment,” he said. “The decision to retire is really difficult. I 
don’t know for sure if this is the best job in the world, but I 
do know that it would take a really good one to beat it.”

Report on the Financial Statements 

We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the governmental activities, the business-type activities, 
and each major fund, and the aggregate remaining fund information of the City of Dawson Springs, Kentucky as of 
and for the year ended June 30, 2013, and the related notes to the financial statements, which collectively comprise 
the City’s basic financial statements as listed in the table of contents. 

Management’s Responsibility for the Financial Statements 

Management is responsible for the preparation and fair presentation of these financial statements in accordance with 
accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America^ this includes the design, implementation, 
and maintenance of internal control relevant to the preparation and fair presentation of financial statements that are 
free from material misstatement, whether due to fraud or error. 


Auditor’s Responsibility 

Our responsibility is to express opinions on these financial statements based on our audit. We did not audit the 
financial statements of the Dawson Springs Municipal Waterworks and Sewer System, which is both a major fund 
and 74 percent of the assets, 66 percent of net position, and 100 percent of revenues of the business-type activities. 
Those statements were audited by other auditors whose report has been furnished to us, and our opinion, insofar as it 
relates to the amounts included for the Dawson Springs Municipal Waterworks and Sewer System, is based solely 
on the report of the other auditors. We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally 
accepted in the United States of America and the standards applicable to financial audits contained in Government 
Auditing Standards , issued by the Comptroller General of the United States. Those standards require that we plan 
and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are free from material 
misstatement. 

An audit involves performing procedures to obtain audit evidence about the amounts and disclosures in the financial 
statements. The procedures selected depend on the auditor’s judgment, including the assessment of the risks of 
material misstatement of the financial statements, whether due to fraud or error. In making those risk assessments, 
the auditor considers internal control relevant to the entity’s preparation and fair presentation of the financial 
statements in order to design audit procedures that are appropriate in the circumstances, but not for the purpose of 
expressing an opinion on the effectiveness of the entity’s internal control.

then ended in accordance with accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America. 

Other Matters 

Required Supplementary Information 

Accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America require that the budgetary comparison 
information on page 9 be presented to supplement the basic financial statements. Such information, although not a 
part of the basic financial statements, is required by the Governmental Accounting Standards Board, who considers 
it to be an essential part of financial reporting for placing the basic financial statements in an appropriate 
operational, economic, or historical context. We have applied certain limited procedures to the required 
supplementary information in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of 
America, which consisted of inquiries of management about the methods of preparing the information and 
comparing the information for consistency with management’s responses to our inquiries, the basic financial 
statements, and other knowledge we obtained during our audit of the basic financial statements. We do not express 
an opinion or provide any assurance on the information because the limited procedures do not provide us with 
sufficient evidence to express an opinion or provide any assurance. 

Management has not presented the management’s discussion and analysis that accounting principles generally 
accepted in the United States of America require to be presented to supplement the basic financial statements. Such 
missing information, although not a part of the basic financial statements, is required by the Governmental 
Accounting Standards Board, who considers it to be an essential part of financial reporting for placing the basic 
financial statements in an appropriate operational, economic, or historical context.

The combining and individual nonmajor fund financial statements are the responsibility of management and were 
derived from and relate directly to the underlying accounting and other records used to prepare the financial 
statements. Such information has been subjected to the auditing procedures applied by us and the other auditors in 
the audit of the basic financial statements and certain additional procedures, including comparing and reconciling 
such information directly to the underlying accounting and other records used to prepare the financial statements or 
to the financial statements themselves, and other additional procedures in accordance with auditing standards 
generally accepted in the United States of America, In our opinion, based on our audit and the report of other 
auditors, the information is fairly stated in all material respects in relation to the basic financial statements as a 
whole. 


Other Reporting Required by Government Auditing Standards 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards , we have also issued our report dated November 29, 2013, on 
our consideration of City of Dawson Springs’s internal control over financial reporting and on our tests of its 
compliance with certain provisions of laws, regulations, contracts, and grant agreements and other matters.

Century Aluminum Predicts Sebree Smelter Will Close

Century Aluminum Co. 
officials have warned that 
the 520-employee Sebree 
smelter will be shut down 
if state regulators decline a 
deal allowing the plant to 
buy power on the open mar¬ 
ket as it prepares to leave the 
Big Rivers Electric Corp. 
system. 

“I want to make it clear 
to everyone that we need 
to approve this agreement,” 
Century Corporate Energy 
Director Michael Early said 
during occasionally heated 
testimony before the Ken¬ 
tucky Public Service Com¬ 
mission. 

“Absent that, it’s the cor¬ 
porate position the (Sebree) 
smelter will close,” Early 
said. 

Either way, the remaining 
112,000 customers of Ken- 
ergy Corp. and two other 
rural electric co-ops are fac¬ 
ing a proposed second rate 
increase. 

The first, approved last 
October, was to compen¬ 
sate Big Rivers for the 
departure of what had been 
its biggest customer, Cen¬ 
tury’s Hawesville alumi¬ 
num smelter. 

Now, Big Rivers is seek¬ 
ing a second rate increase to 
make up for the loss of $175 
million in annual revenues 
as Century’s Sebree smelter 
— which now is its big¬ 
gest customer — prepares to 
leave, too. 

“There’s going to be a 


rate increase; it’s inevi¬ 
table,” Century’s Early 
declared. 

To make up for the loss 
on Jan. 31 of the Sebree 
smelter, Big Rivers is 
requesting a $70.4 million 
increase in wholesale elec¬ 
tric rates. 

If approved by the PSC, 
Big Rivers estimates that 
typical monthly rural resi¬ 
dential power bills for cus¬ 
tomers of Henderson-based 
Kenergy Corp. and two 
other co-ops would jump 
$25 to $30 per month, or 
about 21.5 percent, while 
large industries would see 
their rates increase about 25 
percent. 

Big Rivers projects 
the industrial rates would 
increase in July while resi¬ 
dential and small commer¬ 
cial rates would rise in April 
2015. 

Three of those indus¬ 
tries — Kimberly Clark’s 
tissue paper mill near 
Owensboro and the Dom- 
tar paper mill and Aleris 
aluminum plant, both near 
Hawesville — are oppos¬ 
ing the proposed rate 
increases, saying it would 
make them less competi¬ 
tive in their own indus¬ 
tries. 

Instead, through an orga¬ 
nization called Kentucky 
Industrial Utility Custom¬ 
ers Inc. (KIUC), the three 
companies are trying to 
resurrect a 2012 proposal 
by Rio Tinto Alcan, the for¬ 
mer owner of the Sebree 
smelter. 


By way of background, 
both Century and Rio Tinto 
Alcan had grown unhappy 
with Big Rivers’ rates. 

In August 2012, Centu¬ 
ry notified Big Rivers that 
the Hawesville smelter — 
which it said was losing 
money — would termi¬ 
nate its contract with Big 
Rivers in 12 months. That 
would prompt Big Rivers 
to seek to raise rates on 
its remaining customers, 
including Alcan’s Sebree 
smelter. 

In November 2012, 
Alcan estimated that once 
Hawesville left, Sebree’s 
electric rates would jump 
to $56 to $60 per mega¬ 
watt-hour (MWh), which 
it said was “not sustain¬ 
able.” 

If the Sebree smelter 
closed or left the Big Rivers 
system, Alcan told Big Riv¬ 
ers, rates for remaining cus¬ 
tomers would jump a second 
time (as appears to be the 
case now). 

But Alcan said if Sebree 
remained with Big Rivers, 
albeit at a reduced electric 
rate of about $43/MWh, 
that “would financially 
benefit Big Rivers’ other 
customers” and “ensure 
(the) sustainability of the 
Sebree smelter,” according 
to documents filed with the 
PSC. 

Big Rivers rejected that 
proposal, and in January 
2013, Alcan informed Big 
Rivers the Sebree smelter 
would leave its system this 
upcoming Jan. 31. 


In June, Century 
acquired the Sebree smelter 
from Alcan. Now, it’s seek¬ 
ing approval of a contract it 
negotiated with Big Rivers, 
enabling Sebree to remain 
in operation using power 
purchased on the open mar¬ 
ket. 

KIUC a few weeks ago 
resurrected Alcan’s $43/ 
MWh proposal, saying it 
could save other customers 
an estimated $21 million per 
year. 

However, a KIUC con¬ 
sultant acknowledged that 
such a proposal didn’t come 
from Century, the current 
owner of the Sebree smelt¬ 
er. 

“What we need is a 
market-based rate,” Early 
insisted. 

Sebree Plant Manager 
Jason Young confirmed that 
Century estimates his smelt¬ 
er will save $70 million a 
year buying power on the 
open market. 

KIUC attorney Michael 
Kurtz asked Young if he 
thought it is fair that Sebree 
could save that much money 
while Big Rivers is seeking 
a $70.4 million rate increase 
on other customers because 
the smelter is leaving Big 
Rivers. 

“In my mind, I’m thank¬ 
ful we’ve been able to work 
out an agreement with Big 
Rivers,” Young replied. 
“Otherwise our plant will 
close.” 

(In an e-mail message, 
Big Rivers spokesman Marty 
Littrel told The Gleaner: 


“Big Rivers is willing to 
execute the agreements with 
Century as negotiated and 
filed with the Kentucky 
PSC.”) 

The PSC’s formal hear¬ 
ing in- to the proposed 
Big Rivers rate increase is 
expected to begin Tuesday 
as the hearing concerning 


the Sebree open-market 
power deal wraps up. 

A decision on the Sebree 
power deal is expected by 
Jan. 31, PSC spokesman 
Andrew Melnykovych 
said. 

A ruling on the proposed 
rate increase is expected by 
April, he said.

Shingles Rash Gone; Pain 
Lingers On 

DEAR DR. DONOHUE: 
Will you please do a column 
on shingles? I have gone 
through 12 weeks of the nas¬ 
tiest, worst illness possible. 
I never hear anything on TV 
about it. — J.C. 

ANSWER: I’ll have 
another go at shingles. Oth¬ 
ers probably think I overdo 
it. But it’s such a common 
problem of older people that 
it deserves repetition. 

Shingles is the work of 
the reawakened chickenpox 
virus that has been asleep in 
nerve cells ever since a per¬ 
son was infected, usually in 
childhood. It’s a safe bet to 
say you were infected even 
if you don’t recall it; more 
than 95 percent of adults 
were. 

The rash of shingles usu¬ 
ally disappears in two to 
four weeks. Pain, however, 
can stay with you. The pain 
is now called postherpetic 
neuralgia. In making the trip 
to the skin, the virus dam¬ 
aged the nerve roots that it 
crawled down to reach the 
skin. Pain is a consequence 
of the nerve injury. 

A large number of treat¬ 
ments exist for this aftermath 
of shingles. One is amitrip¬ 
tyline, whose primary use is 
relief of depression. It also 
has pain-relieving properties 


in doses lower than what’s 
given for depression. Neu- 
rontin (gabapentin) is a sei¬ 
zure-control medicine that 
often is successful in sup¬ 
pressing pain. The extended- 
release form of this drug, 
called Gralise, is given only 
once a day. Lyrica (prega- 
balin) has had a good record 
in quieting postherpetic neu¬ 
ralgia 

Lidocaine skin patches, 
placed on the skin where 
pain is felt, are another way 
to ease pain without taking 
an oral medicine. Lidocaine 
is a numbing agent. The lat¬ 
est innovation for shingles 
treatment is Qutenza, anoth¬ 
er skin-patch medicine. The 
doctor has to apply this 
patch, and lets it stay on the 
skin for an hour. Then the 
doctor removes the patch, 
and the effect of the medi¬ 
cine lasts for three months. 
It is expensive. 

In cases where no treat¬ 
ment brings relief, opioids 
— pain relievers of the mor¬ 
phine family — have a place 
in treatment, so long as they 
are supervised carefully by 
the doctor. 

The booklet on shingles 
explains this problem in 
depth.

DEAR DR. DONOHUE: 
I suffered from an enlarged 
prostate, so I was sent to a 
urologist. He checked for 
cancer, but I don’t have it. 
He put me on Flomax and 
Avodart. After three years, 
the doctor said the medi¬ 
cines were no longer work¬ 
ing and that I had to have 
surgery or my bladder would 
be damaged and I would 
have to carry a bag for the 
rest of my life. I am 57.1 had 
a transurethral resection of 
the prostate, TURP. It’s been 
two months, and I still am 
passing blood clots. Is this 
normal. — J.G. 

ANSWER: It’s normal to 
bleed after a TURP, but it’s 
not normal to be bleeding 
two months after the pro¬ 
cedure. 

Give the urologist a call. 
Let him examine you again 
and determine why the 
bleeding is lasting this long.
